Please review the 
entire specification . The nucleotide sequence disclosure contained In this application 
does not comply with the requirements for such a disclosure as set forth in 37 C.F.R. 
1 .821 - 1 .825. It should be noted that for any nucleotide sequence longer than 9 nucleic 
acid residues or any peptide sequence 4 amino acid residues or longer, a SEQ ID NO 
must be assigned to each nucleotide or peptide sequence every time the seguence 
appears . Applicant's attention is directed to the final rulemaking notice published at 55 
FR 18230 (May 1, 1990), and 1114 OG 29 (May 15. 1990). If the effective filing date Is 
on or after July 1, 1998, see the final rulemaking notice published at 63 FR 29620 (June 
1, 1998) and 1211 OG 82 (June 23, 1998). As alreadv noted in the Office Action mailed 
on 11/01/06 (page 5). failure to comply the sequence Rules will result in a Non- 
Compliant Response .
